N The Blaine men in the Committee on Cre- 

entials, according to the reports of tonicht's 
session, have fully regained their fore. They 
seated the Leonard and anti-administration 
delegates in Louisiana and gave promise of 
taking care of other Blaine contesting dele- 
gates. It is also claimed that they have votes 
enough to reverse the action by which 
six administration delegates were admitted in 
Alabama. At any rate the committee is mak- 


ing anti-Harrison Hecisions which will make it⸗ 


necessary for the administration leaders to 
carry the fight into the convention. 

At the usual conference of the Blaine lead- 
ers this evening to sum ap the situation the 
reports showed that Mr. Blaine had dele- 
gates. The conference was held in Senator 
Wolcott’s room and was attended by Senator 
Quay. J. S. Clarkson, Thomas C. Platt, Henry 
C. Payne, Senator Washburn. and others. 
Reports were received from every State, and 
the estimates made with great care. 

It was rumored that there was a break 10 
the Colorado delegation, but one of the mem- 
bers of the conference said that Colorado was 
as solid as Maine and the Blaine forces to- 
night were in better shape than at any time 
since the convention. | 


Neither Has a Certainty. 
Neither Harrison nor Blaine yet has a cer- 

tainty of the nomination. | 
Most of the drift today has been towards 
Blaine, but the Harrison men have seen two 
orthree bright spots in the dark sky. The 
control of the Credentials committee by the 
Blaine element on every test question, early 
in the day, was positive enough. The com- 
mittee was therefore clisely watched by the 
Indiana crowd, but when it got down to the

As all other candidates are 
doing the same thing this move is 
not in itself important, but it shows 
the willingness of the Major’s friends 
to press his candidacy.

The Indiana folks have borne down rather 
heavily on Senator Spooner and Philetus 
Sawyer for letting the McKinley movement 
get such headway in Wisconsin, and Sawyer 
and Spooner think they have succeeded in 
checking it. 

No progress has been made by McKinley’s 
friends in New York, which wants Sherman 
if a new man is to de chosen. 
Massachusetts, which has been a center 
of McKinley sentiment, this afternoon 
showed a tendency to veer around to ex- 
Speaker Reed as its choice. Senator Allison 
continues to be discussed, but so long as he de- 
clines to notify nis friends to present his 
name there is little danger that he will get 
votes enough to hurt. Delaware, Rhode 
Island, some of the other smaller States have 
been to the Ohio delegates pledging their sup- 
port.. It is well known that Senator Allison is 
profoundly convinced that President Har- 
rison, if renominated, cannot carry the doubt- 
ful States, but he himself seems to 
prefer to keep from influencing the dele- 
gates from his State. Telegrams to him 
have not been answered. The Blaine dele- 
gates in Iowa say that the movement on the 
outside for Allison is worked by the Harrison- 
ites, and has for its support the embarfass- 
ment of Chairman Clarkson. On the other 
hand the Harrison delegates say that the 
movement is intended to injure them. The 
truth is probably midway. Tha influences. 
such as those invoked by Senator.Higgins of 
Delaware to get Allison in the field, have 
come from Harrison sources. 

Made a Sensation. 


The diplomatic triumph of the Blaine ele- 
ment in securing the control of the organiza- 
tion of the convention and of the committees 
which are to play such an important part in 
its labors is the sensation of the day. No one, 
not even the leader of the Harrison forces, 
appears to know exactly when the plan had 
its birth or how it carried its execution, but it 
has forced itself upon every man as a surprise 
that there is a deep motive in this and that 
the plans of the Blaine leaders have been 
cautiously laid. In the failure of the Harri- 
son managers to carry their fight against Fas- 
sett from the National committee to the floor 
of the convention the Blaine leaders, by the 
very default of their enemies, were enabled to 
secure the first decisive victory. The most is 
made of this advantage by the constantly re- 
iterated declaration of the Blaine managers 
that as they have control of the convention 
they will be able to control the nomination. 

Harrison Men Will Fight. 

It is a possibility that the committee, on 
credentials may not be ready to report by to- 
morrow and if this should be the case, there is 
pretty sure to be a rowin the convention, when 
its Chairman submits the request for further 
delay. The Harrison leaders are very much 
irritated oyer the Blaine policy of delay and 
appear determined to force a ballot 
as soon as possible, It is stated 
tonight that when the Committee 
on Credentials, at 11 o’clock tomorrow 
makes its partial report, as it probably will, 
and requests further time, the Harrison peo- 
ple will move to adjourn for an hour or two, 
with instructions to the committee to wind up 
its business aud report to the convention at 
that time. This, of course, will be contested

Charges of corruption are being made by 
the adherents of both Blaine and Harrison. 
The President’s friends claim that the Blaine 
men are attempting to buy outright some of 
their Southern delegates, and there are some 
who even go so far asto claim that this has 
been done. On the other hand, the Blaine 
people claim that the officeholders have tam- 
pered with the Committee on Credentials. 

The feeling is most bitter and the accusa- 
tions are the result of the contest to get con- 
trol of the Credentials committee, which prac- 
tically holds the key tothe situation. Early 
this morning it was claimed that the suspi- 
cions of the Harrison people had become so 
great and the rumors of the purchase of, dele- 
gates so alarming that detectives had been 
hired to shadow the Blaine men, who 
were engineering the contest for votes. 
It was then believed that the anti-administra- 
tion people had control of the Committee on 
Credentials, and the leaders of the other side 
were well aware that they could not afford to 
lose any of their delegates. It was generally 
supposed before the organization of the Com- 
mittee on Credentials that the Blaine people 
had five votes to spare, but the sudden 
change in the voting of Alsbama con- 
tests in favor of Harrison caused a 
report that the Harrison men had captured 
these members of the committee who had 
been counted on as Blaine men at any and all 
stages of the game. The action of this trio 
caused the Blaine people great uneasiness, : 
and a former postoffice inspector was placed

Mrynzapouis, Minn., June 9.—The man- 
agers of the Harrison campaign made public 
the following announcement at midnight: 

„We have held our lines unbroken not- 
withstanding the terrific assaults made upon 
them today.

We are ready at any 
moment to meet our opponents in 
a nomination ballot, but they, fear- 
ing the result, are making desperate 
attempts to postpone it. They hope 
by delay to accomplish in some way that 
which they cannot accomplish by speedy 
action. They have been miustakén in 
the belief that today would weaken us. The

I know 
that two members of the Tennessee delegation 
have come to me and told me that they have 
been offered money to vote for 
Blaine. I do not care to give 
their names and I do not care to be a party to 
giving the matter any prominence or circulate 
such reports until I have positive proof.

TRIED TO CUT DOWN A BLAINE FLAG, | 


nent While the Towa Republic 
Ws M«rehing—Al'ison Movement, 

Mrxwzapoias, Minn., June 8.—| Special. }— 
The Iowa R publican elub turned out in full 
force tonight and marched in the Blaine dem- 
onstration. They carried the tri-color plumes 
and shouted lustily for Blame. Several of the 
Iowa Harrson delegates are considerably dis- 
turbed by the demonstrations today on the 
partof the Iowa club. Chairman Mack is 
especially put out by it, and has been busy 
telling everybody that the club does not rep- 
resent the lowa Republicans, and when be is 
talking after that manner. he is roasting the 
managers of the club for permittmg the 
Biaine sentiment to break forth. !

Some of the Ohio Del gation Will Go Down 
in Defext with Anybody lise. 

Mrinneaports, Minn., June 8.—([Special. ]— 
Time and again today have dhe Blaine people. 
in the Ohio delegation been approached by 
delegates and proininent men, most of whom 
belung to the Harrison party, and told that 
the present condition of aftairs boded no good 


to either of the two candidates. In 
the main, this species of talk 
was from Harrison's friends, and

He 
told Cox that there were some dissensions 
among the Republicans in Hamilton 
County, and that the breach between 
the factions would be greatly widened 
in case Cox took the nomination 
nbove referred to. Cox at that time, and to- 
day also for that matter, has the whole Repub- 
lican machinery of the county in his control. 
Maj. McKinley asked Cox asa great personal 
favor to him that he would withdraw from the 
contest and not press the claims, which h- 
(McKinley) admitted Cox justly had. The 
Major thought it would help him in Hamilton 
County and the whole State ticket as well, 
and he implored Cox to let the nomiaa- 
tion go. 

After a little consideration Cox acceded to 
Maj.

TORE DOWN THE BANNERS. 


Kival Marching Clubs Come to Blows and 
General Disorder, 

Mixwearoris, Minn., June 8—The white 
wings of harmony which fluttered over the 
convention today were put to flight in a 
tumultuous scene of disorder which took 
place at the West Hotel tonight. Late 
this afternoon it was announced by the 
younger men of the Blaine faction that ad- 
vantage would be taken of the beautiful even- 
ing to make a monster Blaine demonstration 
by marching through the city with the Blaine 
banners and other insignia of the Plumed 
Knight,” headed by the bands of the various

The Harrison people heard of this program, 
and although the managers did not advise any 


counter-demonstration the younger ele- 
ment determined that the President 
and his cause should not de en- 
tirely lost from sight in the hilarious 


Blaine demonstration of the evening. Both 
factiong turned out and marched throughout 
the principal streets and finally both headed 
for the rotunda of the hotel. There they met 
and marched around in circles to the tune of 
discordant yells and rival shouts for Blaine 
and Harrison. 

At the head of the Blaine column was a 
banner carried byan Indiana man bearing 
the inscription: “If Blaine is nominated he 
will carry Indiana by 10,000.“ 

Another Blaine man carried asimilar banner 
bearing the still more irritating inscription: 
“If Harrison is nominated he will lose In- 
diana by 20.000.“ 

These banners excited the ire of the fiery 
Harrison men of Indiana and a sudden rush 
was made, and before the Blaine people hau 
an opportunity to defend their colors the two 
banners were pulled down and torn to pieces. 

Instantly the Blaine people retaliated by 
an onslaught un the Harrison forces, and their 
banner bearing a portrait of the President 
and some inscriptions certifying to his polit- 
ical grandeur was also pulled down and torn 
to pieces and trampled under f .ot. 

Of course, all this provoked a great deal of 
bad feeling, and for a time it seemed as 
though there would be a general fight.

Payne nominated Senator Sawyer as National 
committeeman, but the people from Wiscon- 
sin were unwilling that Mr. Payne should re- 
tire, and instead of electing the Senator post- 
poned the matter until last evening. A 
committee com of Senator Saw- 
yer, ex-Senator Spooner, and Gen. Fair- 
child was appointed to prevail upon 
Mr. Payne to take the place. The latter 
insisted that he desiredtoretire from the 
committee as be wished to give more time to 
his private business, After 8 the 
matter for a couple of days Mr. Payne yielded 
to the entreaties of the committee and con- 
sented to accept the place. This{ conclusion 
he says was reached more on account of the 
fact that it would have a bad effect on State 
politics for him to withdraw at this time. His 
election was unanimous, by a rising vote, and 
three cheers were given for him by the dele- 
gation after the election. 

Blaine Growing in Wisconsin. 

The Wisconsin delegation is still divid 
its preferencs for a Presidential candid 
This morning there are fourteen Harr 
men, six Blaine men, and féur McKinley'r 
on the delegation. One-third of the Harrison 
men live in the hope that a dark horse will be 
sprung on the convention.

Nothing would please the people of Wiscon- 
sin more than to see Secretary Rusk norninat- 
ed for second place, Blaine and Rusk, Reed 
and Rusk, or McKinley and Rusk would bea 
gratifying result.

The Minneapolis Journal in its noon edi- 
tion today inted some figures which were 
credited to Mr. Payne.

Can non the Harrison Leader. 

Ex-Congressman Cannon has superseded 
Senator Cullom as the leader ofthe Harrison 
men in the Illinois delegation. This was 
stated last night. The matter is more marked 
today. Mr. Cullom is doingnothing for Harri- 
son now. Thestrong declaration of the Chicago 
Republicans in favor of Blaine and numerous 
telegrams he has received from his State in 
favor of the nomination of Mr. Blaine have 
set him to thinkmg. He has concluded that 
it would not be prudent to antagonize 90 to 95 
per cent of the Republicans of Northern IIli- 
now. He is keeping quiet, and so are his fol- 
lowers who are now here, with the exception 
of Long Jones. 

Mr. Jones is more excitable and nery 
ous than usual. Heis rushing around here 
and there and every place and claiming every- 
thing. This morning he said that Harrison 
would get thirty-six votes from Illinois. Last 
night he told Rhody’ Shiel and John C. 
New that Harrison would get as high as thirty- 
eight votes from Illinois on the. first ballot, 
but warned them that unless Harrison was 
nominated on the first ballot Blaine would get 
from twenty-five to thirty votes from the 
Prairie State. 

Mr. Jones’ predictions as to the Illinois 
votes on the first ballot are inspired by his 
wishes. His estimate of Blaine’s strength is 
nearer the truth. The Harrison men are will- 
ing to admit they are acting on these convic- 
tions, and are using every means to get the 
largest vote on the first ballot. They have 
devoted especial atterition to Illinois. Eight 
of the district conventions instructed for Mr. 
Harrison at atime when Blaine was not a 
candidate. The Harrison Federal office- 
holders of the State, who are all here except 
Collectors Clark and Maney and Postmaster 
Sexton of Chicago, have provided themselves 
with copies of the instructions, which they

Federal Officeholders Active. 


Ex-Congressman Cannon’s men are the 
most zealous workers in this line. His Dau- 
ville Postmaster, Mr. Jewell, is on the ground 
to tell the delegates how they must vote, and 
Marshal Hitch is preaching the sacred duty 
of obeying instructions. Mr. Hitch was one 
of the delegates from the Fifteenth ( Danville) 
District, who, at the Chicago convention, four 
years ago, disobeyed the instructions of his 


S district convention to vote for Gresham. He 


broke to Harrison, and was rewarded. He is 
now warning the delegates who were in- 
structed for Harrison when there was no other 
candidate in the field that they must not vote 
for Blaine, even though the sentiments of the 
constituents are strongly for Blaine. 

Mr. Hitch’s boss, Mr. Cannon, is also in the 
warning line. This year he believes that in- 
structions are sacred. Four years ago he was 
the first to suggest that they be disregarded. 
The Blaine men have been careful to remind 
him of the part he played in the Chicago con- 
vention of 1888. 

The relations between Mr. Cannon and Sen- 
ator Cullom are rather strained. Mr. Cannon 
has practically taken charge of the Federal 
forces here. Senator Cullom does not like 
that. But Mr. Cannon does not think Mr. 
Culiom is zealous enough for his master. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Cannon, the President does 
not trust implicitly in the zeal of Mr. Cullom 
for his interests. Mr. Cannon said to a fel- 
low delegate-at-large this morning: 

President Harrison knows Cullom and 
knows what he is doing, and you may depend

Press report. 8 was only 100,000 words 
less than the number transmitted on the most 
active day of the 1888 convention.

rs, of which Tun Tarsunx received 35,000. 
ft is more than likely that this heavy total will 
be exceeded before the convention adjourns. 
Papers in all sections of country, even in 
smalltowns in sparsely settled Territories, 
such as Oklahoma, are ordering special ac- 
counts of the exciting events here.

cision in the case of Bishop vs. The American 
Preserving Company which has an interest in 
its bearing on the Sherman Anti-Trust law. 
The American Preservers company was orig!- 
nally organized under the laws of West Vir- 
ginia as a trust. It owns about 80 per cent in 
the jelly and preserving factories in the United 
States as well as some glucose manufactories. 
The California Fruit Preserving company 
was owned by Andrew D. Bishop, and was put 
into the original trust, Bishop receiving some 
$50,000 or $60,000 of trust certificates. After the 
of considerable trust legislation the 


combination was turned iuto a regular cor- | 


poration known as the American Preservers 
company with a capital of $10,000,000, Bishop 
was offered stock in the new company in ex- 
change for his trust certificates. He declined 
to make the exchange and continued to run 


the business in Chicago and make reports to 


the trust. The new company replevined the 
property, and Bishop then brought suit for 
$150,000 under the Sherman law, which pro- 
vides for the recovery of three times the 
amount of damage sustained through the op- 
eration of any trust. Moran, Kraus, Mayer & 
Stein were the attorneys for the American 
Preservers company, and they interposed a 
demurrer, which was argued before Judge 
Blodgett about four weeks ago. The decision

This decision of Judge Blodgett practical- 
ly knocks out the Sherman law if it is sus- 
tained by the United States Supreme Court,” 
said Levy Meyer. It applies to the great 
majority of cases that have been brought 
under the law. In taking the ground that no 
action can be maintainea ye we. the law where 
the defendant has been a party in the trust it 
effectively shuts out most of the attempts to 
recover damages. The decision means that 
the law does not give the right to any one to 
recover for damages sustained in direct con- 
tractural relations. The decision applies di- 
rectly to all the whisky cases, for instance,

ART DIRECTORS ARE IN A QUANDARY. 


Loss for Work Already Done — Difiicult 
Problems to Solve. 

The Art Institute has as yet secured no site 
for its building, although the Lake-Front has 
not so far been formally abandoned, 

Work on the Lake-Front site was stopped a 
week ago Tuesday by Jonathan Clark Sons & 
Co., the contractors, who employed a force of 
220 men. They had the piling in and had 
more than half of the foundation laid. The 
cost of the work already done is $30,000. All 
of this will be a dead loss if the site has to be 
. up. But this is only a small part ot the 
088 * the Art Institute is likely to incur 
through Mrs. Daggett s ‘opposition. The in- 
stitute had given a bond in the sum of $100,- 
000 to have the building completed by May 1, 
1893, so that it would be ready for the World’s 
Fair congresses, The condition ot the bond 
was that the Art Institute should expend $275,- 
000 on the building, and that by Oct. 1, 1892, a 
committee composed of the President. of the 
World’s Columbian Exposition and the Chair- 
men of the Committees on Grounds and 
Buildings and on Finance should say that the 
work was in such a satisfactory state that it 
was likely to be finished by 1 1, 1893. The 
Art Institute received $275,000 
sale of its old building, and President Hutch- 
inson has since raised $150, 000 by private sub- 
scription to be put into a new building. If 
the conditions were all complied with the Art 
Institute was to receive from the 
Columbian Exposition. This sum was not to 
be paid in a lump, but payments were to begin 
Oct. 1 on the conditions having been fulfilled. 
The whole $200,000 seems ‘likely to be lost to 
the Art Institute through its a to com- 
plete the structure 8 

The trustees realize fully * their time is 
short. If another site were available at once 
it might be difficult to comply with the condi- 
tions necessary to secure the $200,000. This 
sum, together with the $275,000 received from 
the sale of the present building and the 5150. 
000 raised by private subscription, was to be 
put into the new building. "The trustees 
are disinclined to pay any additional money 
to secure the right to erect a building on the 
present site. One of trustees said em- 
phatically yesterday that they would not think 
of such a course. 

The institute is compelled to remove its 
treasures from the present building by July 1. 
Temporary qu uarters nase been secured in the 
Studebaker Building, adjoining the Art Insti- 
tute. The institute has for some time occu- 
pied two floors of the Studebaker Building 
and now it has secured athird. The statuary 
and pictures will have an abiding place; but 
there will be lack of space for the rooms. 
If all obstacles to the Lake-Front site were re- 
moved it would take ten days to remove the 
water so that work on the foundations could 
beresumed.. This delay is a matter of mo- 
2 but it could be overcome. The granite 

to be used is all cut and most of it is now in 
transit. It has been suggested that the Art 
Building at the Fair grounds might be secured 
after the close of the Exposition as a home for 
the possessions of the institute until a perma- 
nent building could bee consent 
of the South Park Commissioners would have 
to be obtained before this would be possible.

WHY “THE TRIBUNE 0 „ PREFERS MR.

At this moment, just before the Natonal 
convention begins balloting for a Presidential 
nominee, Tun Tux repeats the reasons 
which have convinced it that Mr. Blaine is the 
strongest man who can be put at the head of 
the Republican ticket. 

He has the love of his party i in a far greater 
measure than any other living man. Those 
members of it whose sense of duty might not 
be strong enough to make them go to the 
polls to vote for another candidate would go 
there eagerly to cast their ballots for Mr. 
Blaine. Age has not withered nor custom 
staled” the profound affection felt for him. 


— 


It has beep intensified rather than weakened 


by his nominal defeat of eight years ago. The 
belief that he really carried New York then 
and was defrauded out of the Presidency by 


the counting of Butler votes for Cleveland or 


by some other fraudulent device is strong, 
and the Republicans of the United States are 
anxious to vote for Mr. Blaine that they may 
make amends to him for the wrong done him 
in 1884. His pomination would awaken the 
passionate enthusiasm of his party. 

Not mérely would he poll its full vote, for 
the disaffections and heartburnings of 
eight years ago are over, but he would get a 
heavy vote in the ranks of the opposition. 
When he ran in 1884 tens of thousands of Irish 
Democrats cast their bailots for him because 
they admired the man. They will do so again 
in greater numbers if they have a chance, and 
with all the more pleasure, when they read 
the pronunciamento of an Orange Grand 
Master that Orangemen must not vote for 
Blaine because he has appointed some Roman 
Catholics to office and attended the funeral 
services over Senator Barbour, where a Ro- 
man Catholic Bishop officiated. 

Mr. Blaine is stronger than any other Re- 
publican in those States where votes are the 
most needed. If honestly defeated in New 
York in 1884 it was by the narrow margin of a 
thousand votes. The animosities which less- 
ened his strength then are at an end, and the 
New York delegates, whose judgment should 
be deferred to on such a point, say that he is 
the only Republican who can carry the State 
now. The Republicans must have New York, 
and therefore they should nominste the man 
with whom they can surely get it. 3 

The condition of things in the States west 
of the Mississippi 1s not altogether reassuring. 
Once any Republican could have curried them 
by immense majorities.

The farmers of the West know 
that he has made new markets for their grain 
and pork and they are not ungrateful. For

While Mr. Blaine has been constantly before 
the public during the last three years the po- 
sition he has held has been one which did not 
entangle him in sectional policies op local 
disputes. He has had no appointments to 
make and has made no enemies. He has 
neither vetoed nor approved bills and is re- 
sponsible neither for the success nor the de- 
feat of legislation. He has contracted no en- 
tangling alliances. Hence there is not a State 
which the Republicans can hope to carry where 
he is not the most available candidate. 

He has given his party and his country the 


| reciprocity policy, and he ought to be nom- 


inated on the platform which he himself has 
made. How wonderfully that policy has 
taken, especially among the farmers, all men 
know. It has retained in the party tens of 
thousands who would otherwise have drifted 
over to Democracy.

GETTING AROUND TO THE CANAL ROUTE. 

Last January Mr. Cooley estimated that the 
cost of the section of the drainage channel 
between Bridgeport and Willow Springs would 
not exceed seven million dollars. The board 
has at last got around to that part of the 
work with which it should have begun. The 
Chief Engineer has submitted estimates, on 
the basis of a 600,000-foot channel, for seven 
routes between the points namec above. The 
cost ranges from $7,780,000 to $12,099, 
The lowest is a little over three-quarters of a 
million higher than Mr. Cooley’s estimate, 
thus furnishing additional evidence of his 
loose way of handling figures. 

The cheapest route is the canai line to Sum- 
mit, with a narrow right of way. Tus Tais- 
ung has always favored the use of the canal. 
It yielded for a time to the representations of 
engineers, who were against utilizing it, but it 
never gave up its original convictions. Mr. 
Cooley objected recently to the adoption of 
that route, on the ground that the canal strip 
was not wide enough, and that land would 
have to be condemned for a right-of-way on 
each side of it, much of the land being occu- 
pied now by railroad tracks. He also objected 
to following the canal, because the dockage 
might belong to the Canal Board, and not to 
the Sanitary District. The Chief Engincer’s 
estimate, on the basis of a right-of-way a 
thousand feet wide, is $9,746,000, or just about 
two millions more than by the narrow raute. 
He prefers the latter, and it is thought that 
the board will agree with him. 

The Chief Engineer submitted also esti- 
mates of the cost of the canal line with the 
narrow right of way on the basis of a dis- 
charge of 300,000 cubic feet per minute. He 
figures out the expense at $5,899,000, or nearly 
two miilions less than that of the 600,000 foot 
channel. Is not that sum oftwo millions 


worth saving, especially when the smaller

bouts year ago Mr. Benezette Williams, 
not then the Chief Engineer of the Drainage 
Board, propounded his plan for furnishing 
that portion of the water fer a 600,000 foot 
channel whieh cold not be passed through 
the main river and the South Brauch. it was 
to cut a slanting canal from the lake across 
the Towns of Hyde Park and Lake to the 
majo channel.

Then he fell back on an open navigable 
channel with a capacity of 300,000 cubic feet a 
minute occupying Thirty-ninth street and a tier 
of blocks on either side of it. The great object 
in dach case was to have a grand outlet from 
the drain age channel to the lake so that final- 
ly the bridges over the main river might be 
made permanent ones. It was because the 
supplemental channel for which the old 
Drainage Board made provision was crossed 
by permanent bridges that the present board 
decided at almost its first session to aban- 
don it. 
his paper showed the enormous expense of 
the proposed Thirty-ninth street canal with 
the heavy land and railroad damages and said 
it was impracticable, Chief Engineer Will- 
iams has been forced to the same conclusion, 
and in his last report he abandons the idea of 
a navigable supplemental channel. His pres- 
ent plan is to widen and deepen the South 
Branch south of Sixteenth street so that it 
will have a capacity of 600,000 cubic feet a 
minute with a flow of a mile and a half an 
houf; to improve the part north of it so that 
it will have a capacity of 300,000 feet and then 
get the remaining 300,000 teet by building a 
covered conduit along Sixteenth street. 

It is noticeable that on this as on previous 
ocegsions Mr. Williams disdains to go into 
figures. He scorns to say how much it will 
cost to make the South Branch south of Six- 
teenth street eighteen feet deep and 250 feet 
wide and to ‘provide new bridges, The only 
information he deigns to give is that it would 
cost, but little more than to improve that 
part of the stream so as to give it a capacity 
of 000 cubic feet. The rank absurdity of 
that statement ought to be self-evident. Nei- 
ther does he give any figures as to what his 
covéred conduit will cost except that it will 
be necessary to condemn fifty feet on the 
south side of Sixteenth street, which land, he 
says, will be valuable for building sites after 
donduit is built and covered over. 
p would do a favor to the Trustees if he 
d give them in detail his estimates as to 
it will cost to improve the South Branch, 
in the manner he proposes. Then they will 
be in a position to know whether they can 
stant the expense. But it is not necessary for 
them to wait for his slow figures. ‘ne cost of 
the widening of the South Branch and of the 
proposed covered conduit would be so great 
as fo be prohibitory.

The friends of President Harrison tell the 
delegates to the Minneapolis convention that 
they ought not to nominate Mr, Blaine, or 
even to consider his name, because of the let- 
ter he wrote to Mr. Clarkson last Yebruary, 
in which he said he was not a candidate for 
the nomination, and that his name would not 
be presented to the convention. They lay the 
greatest possible stress on this letter, and 
seem to want to make the point that, 
relying on it, the President and his 
friends went ahead and made arrangements 
for securing a majority of the delegates; that 
the Federal officeholders were induced to put 
themselves to extra trouble to get instructions 
from State conventions in favor of the Presi- 
dent; and that it would not be fair, after they 
have taken all this trouble, which it is alleged 
they would not have done but for this letter, 
for Mr. Blaine’s name to be talked of or for 
the convention to consider him. That is the 
best case they can make out. 

Those delegates who have been influenced 
by this argument, if there be such, should 
read carefully the interview with Capt. Will- 
iam A. Gavett, printed in another column of 
this page. Capt. Gavett has for twenty years 
been on terms of great personal intimacy 
with Mr. Blaine, and as he has not 
been in the habit of making false or 
exaggerated statements there is every 
reason to believe that his ex- 
planation of the reasons which led to the writ- 
ing of the Clarkson letter is the correct one, 
although Mr. Gavett says he does not pro- 
pose to quote Mr. Blaine, nor claim to have 
his authority so to do.“ The explanation is 
“that Mr. Blaine only wrote the letter he 
did upon the urgent request, in fact the de- 
mand, of the President.“ 

If this be so, and the correctness of the 
statement does not appear to have been de- 
nied authoritatively as yet, it is impoasible to 
see how a letter gvhich bears witness to Mr. 
Bleine's magnanimity can justly be made the 
basis of ademand that the convention shall 
not nominate him. Even if he had declared of 
his own motion that he would not be a candi- 
date that act could not put it out of the 
power of the convention to nominate him if it 
saw fittodoso. Andifit believed him the 
best and strongest man it should nominate 
him, though he said a hundred times over that 
he was net a candidate.

In the recent debate in the Senate pending 
the adoption of amendmeats recommended by 
the Senate Committee on Appropriations to 
the Naval Appropriation bill Senators Vilas 
of. Wisconsin and Vest of Missouri arrayed 
themselves against any increase of the navy. 
Said Mr. Vest: It is now proposed to saddle 
upon us a spectacular navy, for it is nothing 
else in view of the foreign relations of the 
United States at this time. Again, For Great 
Britain to go to war with this country now or 
for this country to go to war with Great 
Britain would be a, crime against civilization, 
and every intelligent and educated man knows 
that that statement is not beyond the exact 
truth.“ Senator Vilas was equally reckless and 
‘unpatriotic in his argument. He said: 

The idea of England's going to war with this 
country—a people speaking the same language 
that we speak, whose true interest, if only legisla- 
tion did not throw unjust bars between us, would 
be almost identical with ours, and between which 
nations ought to be the most advantageous trade 
and commerce continually—the idea of our going 
to war with that country, in this advanced age of 
civilization and good sense, is simply a pre 
posterous one almost, as it seems to me. 

Put into the fewest possible words, the argu- 
ment of these unpatriotic Democratic 
Senators was: Of we never shall need 
a navy or any armed defense of our 
seaports. No nation will ever fire a shot 
at a United States port. 
a kindred country which loves us, and can- 
not be provoked to harm us on account of its 
great affection. The kind of affection which 
England has for us was shown in 1775, 1812, 
and in 1861-’65. It is shown’ in its defense of 
the “Canadian seal poachers. It is shown in 
its constant taunts, slurs, insolence, and thinly 
vested threats. Great Britain is not governed 
by its masses, but by its classes, by its 
Tory ‘squires, aristocrats, and plutocrats.

Such 
talk as this is worse than unpatriotic. It dis- 
plays a hardihood and negligence of our na- 
tional relations full of danger for the future, 
It is, part of the policy of Democratic 
scrimping which would so scant our navy 
as to leave the country utterly unprotected 
in time of danger. And yet half the money 
that will be wickedly and wantonly thrown 
away on the corrupt harbor and river appro- 
priation would build <i) the additions to the 
navy provided for in the Senate amendments 
to the House bill.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE CONVENTION, 

Two days have now been consumed at Min- 
neapolis and byt little progress has been 
made. The first day's ‘tession was consumed 
in the election of the ‘Temporary Chairman 
and the convention then adjourned to give the 
committees time to report. Upon réassem- 
bling yesterday the Chairman of the Credentials 
committee gave notice he was not ready to 
make his report, but if reasonable success 
attended its deliberations the committee 
would be ready to report today (Thursday). 
The Committee on Permanent Organization, 
through its Chairman, presented the name of 
Gov. MeKinley as Permanent Chairman and 
its report was adopted amid great enthusiasm. 
Mr. McKinley’s adaress was short and empha- 
sized the protective tariff, reciprocity, and 
the free ballot and fair count as cardinal 
principles. The report of the Committee on 
Rules was then presented, recommending the 
rules of the last House, which were adopted 
by the convention. The Chairman of the 
Committee an Resolutions not being ready to 
make a report, the members of the National 
committee were announced. The Chairman 
then stated as the next business before the 
convention the nomination of candidates, but 
his attention being called to the fact that he 
was in confliet with Rule 3, which provides 
that the report of the Committee on Creden- 
tials must be adopted before nominations are 
made, he withdrew his announcement and 
the convention then adjourned until today. 

It 18 sufficiently evident from the delay on 
the report of the Committee on Credentials 
that there will by no balloting today. It is 
likely there will be a protracted struggle for 
the control of the contested seats and that it 
will be waged on the floor of the convention. 
Then there must follow the report of the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions, which may cause some 
discussion. It is possible indeed that ballot- 
ing may not begin before Saturday and that 
as in 1880 and 1888 we may have a six days’ 
convention. In 1880, when Garfield and 
Arthur were nominated, the convention met 
June 2 and adjourned the 8th. The first two 
days’ proceedings were the same as now, on 
the first day the temporary, on the second the 
permanent: organization, but the reports of 
the Committees on Rules and Credentials were 
not adopted until the fourth day. Then the 
thirty-six ballots exhausted two days more. 
The convention of 1884 was more expeditious 


in its work and finished up in four’ days, 


though even then the report of the Committee 
on Credentials was not adopted until the third 
day. The convention of 1888 held another six 
days’ session, meeting June 19 and adjourning 
the 25th. The various committees, except 
that-on Resolutions, reported the second day. 
On the third day the platform was adopted 
and nominating speeches were made and then 
three days were consumed in balloting. The 
outlook at present is that the convention of 
1892 may repeat the precedent of 1880 so far 
as credentials are concerned and like that of 
1888 may go over Sunday.

Minneapolis Journal: The man above all 
others before the American people, who is heart 
and brains in touch with the spirit of the Nation, 
is James G. Blaine.

DEATH AS A RELIEF, 


MRS, BLORCKER ATTEMPTS 801. 
CIDE TO ESCAPE PERSECUTION, 


Driven to Desperation by “ Whitecap Let. 
ters Which Threaten to Blow Her and 
Her Restaurant Up with Dynamite She 
Drinks and Inhales Chloroform, Swal- 
lows Carbolic Acid, and Lies Down to 
Die—Prompt Medical Aid Saves Her Life, 
but Still in a Precarious Condition, 

Persecuted and hounded almost to death by 
the threats and attacks of an enemy who 
posed as a Whitecap, Mrs. Henry J. C. 
Bloecker, a widow, and the proprietor of the 
restaurant No, 180 Fifty-fifth street, Hyde 
Park, attempted to end ber troubled life at 
midnight Tuesday by taking poison. Five 
hours later, pr at 6 o’clock yesternay morn- 
ing, her housekeeper, Delia Gorman, who 
slept in an adjoining room, heard groans and 
ran to her bedside. She found her employer 
writhing in what appeared to be the death 
agony. Dr. McLachlan, Fifty-seventh street 
and Lake avenue, who was summoned, suc- 
ceeded by the use of hypodermic injections in 
quickening the action of the heart, which had 
almost ceased. Under his care the patient 
slowly improved yesterday and may possibly 
recover. 

Under her pillow was found a half-ounce 
vial labeled chloroform from the pharmacy 
of John J. Magee, Fifty-seventh street and 
Lake avenue, Between the mattress and the 
side of the bed was another empty bottle 
labeled chloroform from the Jackson Park 


drug store of E. O. McKay, No. 253 Fifty. 


sixth street, Both bottles were empty. The 
doctor discovered that his patient had taken 
internally a large dose of diluted carbolic 
acid and had taken a portion of the chloro- 
form internally and had inhaled the rest, He 
said that though she might easily recover 
from the effects of the chloroform the action 
of the acid upon the stomach was such as to 
make recovery much more difficult and oa 
ful. The unfortunate woman is bag lyi

Last September ae husband com mit- 
ted suicide without any apparent cause, and 
since that timé Mrs. Bloecker, who continued 
to run the restaurant, has been continually 
harassed by threats to blow up her place.

A TRIP TO ALASKA. 


(Extract from the San Francisco Bulletin. ] 


We ieft Port Townsend at midnight, and in the forenoon of the next day 
we were off Nanaimo, on our journey up the coast. The tourist will see ail 
through this wonderland a thousand things which he can never describo— 
neither by mouth, nor pen. nor. brush. There is at first a thrili of pleasure 
mingled with awe as one enters this almost limitiess sweep of inland. isiana- 
studded seas. The charm of the first consciousness that you are being, 
without a jar or jolt, borne over these narrow seas, almost fathomless in 
their unbroken depths, winding in and out among tiny islands, covered with 
forests and veined with various minerals, is well nigh irresistible. The uv-

The British Columbia Coast Line. 


Lord Dufferin, formerly Governor of Canada and a great traveler, says: 
Mts a spectacie as its Ea. sh Columbia] coast line presents is not to be 
paralleled by any 9 n the world. Day after day for a whole week. in 
a vessel of nearly 2, tons, we threaded an interminable labyrinth of 
watery lanes and reaches that wound endlessly in and out of a network of 
islands, promontories, and peninsulas for thousands of miles, unruffied by 
joining ocean, and 2 at every turn 
bf rock. verdure, glacier, and snow-capped 
mountains of unrivaled grandeur and beauty.” 


THE ROUTE UP THE COAST TO ALASKA. 


From Vancouver the steamer takes a straight course across the Gulf of 
Georgia. passing Nanaimo and Wellington. the great coal-supplying places 
of the coast. and proceeds northwar een the coast of Vancouver Island 

tt the vessel passes a succession of islands, 
ed to the water's edge. others backed by 
Kor the site of former Indian villages, while 
6 gulf the mountains of the mainland, purpled by distance. suggest 
the kind of scenery which will be viewed when the s er's course brings 
her to the mainland side. It is all clear, quiet water until through Seymour 
Narrows the swift current flows between Valdes Island and the shore of 
Vancouver Island, and from thence to Alert Bay, the first stopping piace, 
the course is in narrow seas, shadowed in some places by the giant Douglas 
firs that grow to the very brink of the ocean. 


ALERT BAY. 


At Alert Bay there is an Indian village, but except as affording material 
for the artist or the student of the American aberigines, truth compels the 
admission that this particular branch or bunch of the red men is not attract- 
ive. The unchanging fish diet and perpetual life in a canoe has not devel- 
oped beauty in the Indians of Alert ay. who are far different from the 
my a of Queen Charlotte Islands, and their decided preference for the 
white man’s rum, rather than for his moral precepts, has resulted in their 
clinging to dirt and the medicine man, instead of adopting soap and the mis- 
siohary. Should the steamer happen to reach this place during the installa- 
tion of a medicine man the passengers will be enabled to witness a novel 
——— — but one that would be more honored in the breach than in the 

nce. 

Soon after leaving Alert Bay the steamer passes into Queen Charlotte 
Sound, and the tourist will notice the first evidence of his northward trend. 
by the absence of the Douglas fir on the shores he passes, He will find that 
it has given piace to the birch. cedar, hemlock, and some few other resinous 
woods, He will perhaps here find it well to make some slight addition to his 
evening dress, for. though he will not meet the sweil of the ocean. yet the 
atmosphere becomes rarer as the vessel gets clear of Vancouver Island. 


FORT RUPERT. 


Fort Rupert, twenty-one mil — Alert Bay. is the next point at 
which the steamer stops. An Hudson Bax Company’s post with a subur- 
ban Indian village. A lawless and fearless village in olden days, for on two 
occasions the violation of the law resulted in the visit of a gunboat and the 
destruction of the village. It was found necessary to burn into the Indian 
mind the commandment. thou shalt not murder prospectors or the crews 
of white men’s schooners. | 

After leaving Fort Rupert the steamer 
less small islets, and then strikes across Queen Charlotte Sound to round 
Cape Caution on the mainland, making for Rivers Iniet. up which the ves- 
sel steams, one of the innumetab ords of that coast. To these the 
fiords of Norway, which European tourists undergo a sea voyage to visit, 
are not comparable with advantage to themselves. 


BUTE INLET DESORIBED. 


Speaking of one of these, the author of The Sea of Mountains” says: 
“The mountains rose from either side of the narrow. opaque green 
strait for some distance. and then a broad. even band of cloud sti etched 
along them for miles, eens one at first to suppose that the rest of the 
mountain was out of sight. But looking up the green side appeared again 
and rose still higher till once more it dipped into the feathery mass and 
its peaks were lost in settled clouds, from out of which Silver ribands of 
water fell almost perpendicularly into the sea.

There are many mountain sheep and grisly bears amongst the peaks of 
the Gardner Inlet Mountains. but the big horns” are difficult to shoot. and 
the tourist will not have time to indulge in the chase of the eraey 
satisfaction, particularly as in thet locality the animal named is ¢a 
reversing the order of the chase, and clambering aboutthe mountains then 
becomes more exciting than pleasant to the inexperienced. 

Leaving the Gardner Canal the Islander passes through the Grenville 
Canal, a narrow passage ninety miles long, at the head of which is another 
cannery and more Indians, presided over bya chief of some celebrity named 
Shakes, a name which report says was given to him by his people from the 

eculiar motion of his hands after an extended sojourn on board a whisky 
ader’s schooner, visiting those parts in the course of business.

Beyond this is the mouth of the Skeena River, the largest of all rivers, 
the Frazer excepted. flowing iato the Pacific from British Columbia. An al- 
ternative route for the Canadian Pacific Railway was roughly surveyed to 
this ae 2 and in 1866 a party of the Western ‘Union Telegraph Company 
reached here with the view of connecting America with Europe via Siberia. 
The successful laying of the Atlantic Cable, however, destroyed the project. 

© steamer goes up the river as far as Port Essin n, where there is a set- 
tlement of Indians. saw-mill and canneries, with a limited number of white 
men at work in the industrial enterprises mentioned. Potatoes and berries 
are prolific here, and though the tourist will not have time to grow any of 
the former, he will, in the proper season, find plenty of the latter ready at 


os METLAKAHTLA. 


A short distance beyond this the steamer stops at one of the most inter- 
ooting points on the coast, the Indian Village of Metlakahtla. In 1857 an 
English missionary named Duncan undertook to Christianize the Tsimp- 
sean Indians. of Fort Simpson. A more unpromising field it would have 
been difficult to work in, for they were the most barbarous and aggressive 
of all the Indians on the coast, regarding war, enlivened with the practice 
of cannibalism, as their nermal occupation, with such religious tendencies 

to an order of grotesque ruffians who called themselves medicine 
mep. Moving made some progress at Fort Simpson, Mr. Duncan removed 
his flock to Metiakahtia. which he succeeded in transforming from an un- 
healthy cedar swamp into a well-ordered and prosperous village, containing 
its church, sawmill, school, and brass band. Asthe Indians knew nothing 
except how to cut throats and manage a war canoe, Mr. Duncan was em- 
pelied to teach them everything from the use of the buze-saw to the nota- 
tion and handling of the trombone, Having succeeded beyond all reasona- 
ble expectation, and created a taste for cooked salmon insteed of raw 
enemy, he fell into an ecclesiastical dispute with the Bishop of Vancouver 
Island, whose diocese contained the islands and settlements of the coast. 
and as the quarrels of clericals are conducted with much zeai, and the 
ecclesiastical law being on the side of the Bishop. it ended in Mr. Duncan 
abandoning Metiakahtia and N to Tongas, a ngignborise locality 
in United States territory, taking with him as many of his flock as would 
follow him. But some of the Indians, realizing from what was taking place 
that there must be other white men as great as Mr. Duncan, a thing they 
had not supposed possible, and some resenting his severe and unorthodox 
opinions on the subject of wateky and the Indian. declined to accompany 
him, but continued to reside at Metlakahtla. where they or their progeny 
2 — and by whom the tra@er’s schooner is no longer regarded as 
“ the beast.” 


FORT SIMPSON AND ITS TOTEM POLES. 


From Metla!kahtla the steamer proceeds a few miles farther north to 
Fort 118 formerly the chief post of these far off northern coast re- 
ag of the Hudson's Bay Company. Here the inauguration of civilization 

y Mr. Duncan has been well and successfully followed up. Fort Simpson 
was the headquarters of savage barbarism, tempered by fur Seeding: today 
it is an example of flourishing Christianity slightly adulterated with pagan- 
ism. A short time will be pleasantly and profitably spent in examining the 
totem poles that stand before the houses, the carving on which gives rise to 
much speculation as to the sources of inspiration that prompted the designs. 
The huge canoes, which in past times carried small armies of Tsimpseans 
on expeditions of wac. are here found in perhaps the greatest state of per- 
fection. and in the present condition of this great tribe will be seen the re- 
sult of the white man’s civilization when adopted in parts only by the un- 
tutored but by no means unpractical savage. 


IN ALASKA. 


Leaving Fort Simpson, the steamer soon passes through Dixon En- 
trance. and in ashort time is quite sheltered by the Prince of Wales Island 
and others of that archipelago, and isin Alaskan waters. Fort Wrangel, 
on the Stikeen River. the gateway of the Alaskan gold mines, is passed, 
if, as may be the case, a stop is not here made, and the ship's 
course continues due north until a bend is made to reach Sitka. 
on the west coast of Baranoff Island. The tourist, if traveling in the latter 

art of the summer. wil! have found a marked change in the temperature as 

© passed north of Queen Charlotte Islands. He will have noticed, too. a 
change in the altitude of the mountains and the size of the timber both 
dwindled in size in comparison with what saw farther south on the Brit- 
ish Columbian Coast. Animal life on shore is less often seen, but in the 
waters of the northern reaches seals and whales are morecommon. Ali 
along the northern coast the strangetotem poles of the Indians and their 
magnificent canoes, the larger ones capable of holding avout forty men. 
thongs merely a hollowed log, will have attracted notice. and 
at Sitka, as at Fort Simpson, the traveler will have an oppor- 
tunity of more closely examining these things and of obtaining 
information concerning the — and present life of these regions until 
lately so entirely beyond the knowledge of the civilized world. But at Sitka 
interesting for many reasons both in its Kussian and American phases of 
existence, good use must be made of the time, for there the wait is not lonz

Glacier Bay and the Muir Glacier. 


A CELEBRATED WOMAN’S DESCRIPTION. 


Kate Field, in describing her trip to Alaska, says: 

„Soon after leaving Wrangel the first Alaskan glacier is seen in the dis- 
tance, looking like a frozen river emerging from the home of the clouds. 
The sea is glassy and a procession of small bergs, broken away from the 
giacier. float silently toward the south. It is Natare’s dead march to the 
sun. to meitin its burning kisses. and to be transplanted into happy tears. 
Wiid ducks fly past. and from his eyrie a bald-headed eagle surveys the 
scene—deeply, darkly. beautifully bDlue—apparently conscious that he is the 
symbol of the Republic. There are giaciers ana giaciers. In Switzerland a 
glacier is a vast bed of dirty air-holed ice that has fastened itself. like a cold 
porous plaster, to the side ofan Alp. Distance alone lends enchantment to 
the view. In Alaskaa giacier is a wonderful torrent that seems to have 
been suddenly frozen when about to plunge into the sea. Down and about 
mountains wind these snow-ciad serpents. extending miles inland. with as 
reer fonderfully picturesque is the Davidson 
giacier, but more extended is the Muir glacier, which marks the extreme 
northerly point of pleasure travel. Imagine a giacier three miles wide and 
300 feet high at its mouth. Think of Niagara Falis frozen stiff, add thirty- 
six feet to its height, and you have a slight idea of the terminus of Muir 
glacier, in front of which your steamer anchors; picture a background of 
mountains 15.000 feet high, all snowciad,and then imagine a 9 sun 
lighting up the ice erystals with rainbow coloring. The face of the glacier 
takes on the hueof aqua marine, the hue of every hit of floating ice, big and 
little. that surrounds the steamer and makes 12 ny serious, hese 
dazzling serpents move slowly forward. tumbling headlong into the sea. and 
us euch falls the ear is startled by submarine thunder, the echoes of which 
resound far and near. 

Concerning the voyage generally. it is. as Miss Scidmore writes of it, 
“one protracted marine picnic, and an unbroken succession of memorable 
days. The long nightless days never lose their spells, and in retrospect the 
wonders of the Northland appear the greater. The weeks of continuous 
travel over deep. placid waters, in the midst of magnificent scenery, might 
be a journey of exploration on a new continent, so different is it from any- 
thing else in American travel.“ 


A WORD TO THE WISE. 


It may be well to remind the tourists who leave the East in the full blaze 
of summer, that before they return they will havé visited lands or waters 
where, as the sun declines, the weather cools rapidly and considerably, and 
that some warmer clothing than usual at that time of year will be duly ap-
